AEOTHER SOURCE OF REVENUES. 


The Luck That Lies in Wait for Fourth- 
Class Postmasters. 

Wasninctor, D. O., Aug, %.—Hereafter 
the fourth-class postmasters will have an- 
other source of revenue toaddto the many 
that now holds in the smaller settiements. 
He now can act asa notary public for pen- 
sioners and witnesses in pension cases only 
and can charge the pensioner not exceeding 
26 cents for each voucher to which he affixes 


the seal of bis office, The new authority and 
emoluments in the village postmaster 
prung from an act approved onthe 23a 
fast. which ‘‘requires, empowers and au- 
es them to administer any and all 
oaths required to made dy pen- 
sioners and their witnesses in 
execution of their vouchers with 
effect and force of officers having a seal;

Wholesale Merchants Gratified at the 
Great Increase in Trade. 


The business men ofthe city say St. Louis 
ig on the eve of great prosperity, such as it 
has not seen for many years. Owing to the 
settlement of the tariff bill the merchants 
throughout the country who have been hold- 
ing back, waiting for some disposition to 


be made of the tarif, are now. beginning to 
Day in large stocks. The merchants are 
here ina body from the interior of Texas, 
owing to the reduced rate of §15 a round trip. 
A large Washington avenue wholesale dry 
goods house was visited this morning and 
the reporter was informed a 
member of the firm that for 
over two weeks they had been unable to take 
care of the trade, and were obliged to Keep 
open in the evenings until 10:30 o'clock, so 
greatisthe rush. ‘the trade is not confined 
to dry goods, but boots and shoes, hats, 
Caps, groceries and hardware are receiving 
their share of the trade. The Texas 
merchants say that crops§ in their 
section of the country are in splendid 
condition and everything points toa pros- 

rous winter in their State. They had let 
their stock run down untilhardly anything 
but the bere shelves could be seer and con- 
sequently large stocks are needed for the 
fall and winter trade. The wholesale men here 
feelconfident that from now on St. Louis 
will be the trade ceater of the country and 
look forward to the time when all of the 
Southern states will buy through st. Louis 
and notthrough New York, asa great many 
have been doing in past years. 

A large Washington avenue hat house 
claims that during t month of August this 
year their sales exceed those of the same 
month of ’98 over 100 per cent. 

The large wholesale houses every year 
éombine and forma fund which sends out 
railroad tickets to prospective buyers in the 
Southern States, who avail themselves of 
seeing the city and procuring their stock at 
the same time. This year it is estimated that 
over 6,000 such tickets have been sent to 
merchants in Texas, Tennessee, Louisiana 
and Mississippi, but they are not looked for 
until the early part of September. The large 
retall dry goods houses claim business is

FIGHTING BRECKINKXIDGE. 


Elder NeGarvey Has Taker Up the Cadgel 
te Beat the Statesman. 


Lexinoron, Ky., Aug. 30.—Kider J. W. Me- 
Garvey, an eminent instructor on theologi- 
eal subjects in the Bible College of Kentucky 
University and a leader in the Christian 
Church of the South, has again taken up the 
cudgel against Col. Breckinridge, using 
Evangelist Barnes’ sermon of Suiday 
night as his text. Elder McGarvey 


ig out ina letter to-day a Barnes 
as a religious mountedank who has wan- 
dered from one church to anotber during his 
remarkably checkered career in and out of 
the puipit. He holds up Barnes as a man 
who has at various times pretended to have 
received sanctification, the power to heal by 
anointment, and the power to absolve the 
sins of those confessing tohim. After these 
humbugs were played out, Evangelist Barnes 
pretended that the Lord watehed over him, 
even to the extent of Keeping his organ in 
tune, while it was being jolted over mount- 
ain roads from one meeting to another, and 
as an evidence of his faith he threw away 
his spectacies and trusted to the Lord to 
see without them. Mr. McGarvey adds: 
„Thie experiment did not last long. He 
prociaimed that he then had faith 
enough to heal the sick, and that he 
would soon have enough to raise the dead. 
After some years ofa very noted career in 
Kentacky he went to Indla, and while there 
he had a revelation from the Lord to the 
effect that the English people are the twelve 
lost tribes of Israel and that Queen Victoria 
is the head of the true church. He immedt- 
ately obtained membership in the Episcopal 
Church, but that church, like the Presby- 
terfan. refused to indorse his heresies by 
putting him into the ministry.“ 

Elder McGarvey follows Mr. Barnes in his 
strange career after returning from India. 
For years he exercised a remarkabie in- 
fiugence in Kentucky, but his glory has de- 
parted, and he can no longer obtain and hold 
the vast audiences that once assembled to 
near bim. Several years ago he left here to 
make his home on a small island off the coast 
of Florida. The caustic letter concludes witha 
discussion of Biblical parallels upon which 
Kvangelist Barnes and others have . 
tempted to excuse Col. Breckinridge’s short- 
comings.

PROTECTING THE PUBLIO. 


An Blectric Bailwey Gystem for Race 
Track Patrol Judges. 

A electric railway system for conveying 
patrol judges around race tracks is the 
latest plan for protecting the public against 
crookedness inthe saddle. Richard E. Ser- 
man of Chicago worked out the novel scheme 
and recently secured a patent on his inven- 
tion. Mr. Sherman’s idea is a suspended 
car to carry the jedges as the harses run, 
with separate wires for support and for 
carrying the current to energize the motor. 
It is intended to suspend the car upon wire 


three-fourths of an inch im diameter and the 
supporting wire being suspended from 
wooden polesatthe side of the track. The 
motor is placed underthe seat and is con- 
trolled by a braking device operated by the 
foot. Itis the idea of the inventor to equip 
race tracks with this apparatus and one is 
now in progress of construetion at Haw- 
thorne. Should’ it prove a success the 
patrol jadges will be able to watch each 
horse all the way around the track and

Another one of the familly, George Vander- 
Dt. is Dallding a wondrous country bouse at 
AS deve, N. The bullding will be en- 
tirely composed of stone, brick, iron and 
steel. and expert housebailders say it will 
stand for centuries if cyclones ana seismic 
disturbances leave it alone. Six hundred 
men are Gally employed in the construction 
of the castle and in putting into shape the 
immense park around it. From present in- 
dications it will require five years and the 
expenditure of from $4,000,000 to $6,000,000 to 
render it as magnificent as its owner de- 
sires. Mr. Vanderbilt is superintending the 
work of construction in person and takes ap- 
parently more interest in the details of it 
than he has ever taten in anything during 
the 84 years of his life.

A great forest of more than 
10,000 acresis belng transformed into a 
picturesque park The castle, from an ele- 
vated plateau, will ornament the center of 
it. The rest of the estate will be operated as 
an immense farm, and the products from it 
and its great dairy are expected to return a 
une promt. ‘‘Farmer’’ Vanderbilt, asthe 
natives around Asheville designate ‘‘the 
Lord of Biltmore,’’ has1,400 acres under 
cultivation. An army of men is employed in 
Making the Drick for the castle walls and 
putting the forest in shape.

The paper#foralegal separation of Mrs. 
Vanderbilt and his wife will, it is said, be 
drawn up and signed in Paris, Col. William 
F. Jay, of the aristocratic family of that 
name, acting as Mrs. Vanderbilt’s counsel, 
There is a difference of opinion at present 
between the contracting parties as to the 
terms, but the case will probabiy never get 
into the courts. Mrs. Vanderbilt requests 

at she de given every house in America 
that Willie Vanderbilt owns, the custody of 
the children, a yacht or two and an aliow- 
ance of $500,000 a year—not $300,000, as stated 
la the Paris cables. This is pretty much all 
on earth that Vanderbilt owns, 
and he will anqguestionably demand a modl- 
fication of the terms of settlement. It re- 
quires ten familly residences to accommodate 
the Vanderbilts. The family is noted for tue 
magnificent residences of ite members. The 
clannishness of the family is evidenced by 
the grouping of their homes within a short 
distance of each other. 

The home of William K. on Fifth avenue is 
imposing and ornate, with gables and min- 
arets, oruamented bay windows jutting ont 
on its two street sides; a massive and digni- 
fed entrance with Moorish facade anda 
picturesquely carved balcony. 

The marbie palace at Newport, bullt to 
please Mrs. Vanderbilt, nesties in a fine old 
park, admirably groomed and kept in order, 
picturesque with stately trees and rare 
plants. It is situated in the most fashionable 
part of Newport and it resembles in arent 
tectural features the roomy square double 
houses in Fifth avenue in this city erected by 
old Commodore Vanderbilt thirty years ago. 
It is larger than either of the Fifth avenue 
houses, however, and u the matter of con- 
veniences is said to be the best equipped 
country residence in this country. The cost 
of this mansion was about $1,000,000. The 
family of W. K. Vanderbilt spends avout five 
monthe in the year 8 

Within a few hundred yards of Marble 
House Cornelius Vanderbilt is planning to 
erect a country place which will outshine 
that of his brother. It will be surrounded by 
A larger park than that which surrounds 
Marbie House and will present a distinct 
style of architecture with a pronounced sug- 
gestion ofthe Italian renaissance. A good 
deal of the material which will enter into its 
construction will be brought from abroad, 
It will require about a year and the outlay of 
more than $1,500,000 to bulld a house accord 
ing to Mr. Vanderbiit’s plans. The details 
ofthis modern palace have not yet been 
made known, 

But the crowning glory of all the city 
houses of Vanderbilt isthe palace of Corne- 
lius. This ts one of the most eee resi- 
dences in New York. It is surrounded by a 

rk, small, but worth a king’s ransom at 
ts appraised value. 4 sinuous carriage 
drive, perhaps 100 feet long, leads under a 
massive porte-cochere. The park on the 
sides of the mansion is orna- 
mented with Japanese summer-houses, 
while @ conservatory is annexed to the 
rear. the house itself is architecturally a 
mosaic of the Itallan and later English 
styles, the distinctive points of difference 
being skillfully harmonized. It is of granite 
and une red brick finish, The windows are 
of decorated terra cotta. A splendid balcony 
leads over the porte-cochere. The house is
